The fntulicotual Obgerver, un Eoglish periodical,
has the wllowing ;—

“The tret real smprovement in the design of
diswond work origimated in Vienus, aud trom
18 very character led Lo new and more arfstic
development, 1t began na parure of slender
gras4 leaves, from which were pendent small
stars, or dew-drops, and its best feature was &
conscientions desute to follow closely upon
nature. For a long time the eimple feld flowers
aud long grasses were the ruling models of  dis-
mond work in the Austrian capital, The new
fashion soon soread from Vienna to Puris, and

to London, At i ume, what is techuically
onlled *thread rerong’ was little uged in London,
The Englisn workman prided himeelt upon his
‘grain setiineg,’ 1, o, his work, whether leal,

ower, or nondescript orusment, was pared
away on the cages, leaving long roundtopped
grains bewween, and on the sude facets ol the
stones,  All ornaments slike were ﬁllll{l'l‘tc(l to
this treatment, which guve & rounded RPpenr-
ance to the work, and dedtroyed all outline.
This style of setting is deceribed as ‘eurn down,’
from the manner in which it is effeeted, and the
Englishman wag proud of his ‘eulting down,'
“Thread setting,’ on the contrary, preserves a flne
filet, or line ot silver, ou the outer edge of the
poriuion of the leal or Sower, the sharp outline
of whic_ it is desired to preserve, and, by a
Judicious vse of the two methods, an admipable
degree of 1ehietl 18 given to the whole ornament,

“The advance of the Viennese in thew search
fur urt in the footsteps of nature led to the most
imporiant results, The simple grass leaves were
suceeeded by follage of & more ornate charncter;
fowers ol most cowmplex construction were made
the promivent rentures in the tiara, the brooch,
or the stomacher, till no object was consldered
too aitficult of Imitation in the plastic gilver, o
be altiranrds eoncrusted with dinmonds go
thickly as to leave little but a shell or skin of
the original material to bind them together,
It may wruly be sald that jewelry, in its employ-
ment of the dismond chiefly, attained perfection
in these floral orniments, The tast: of the
draughtsman and the modellor, and the skill of
the workman, were combined o produce them,
and the result was the creation of works ol true
art. Many ol the best specimens of this class of
workmunalip were made in London, bat it must
also be said, by foreign artisins, chiefly French
ind German,

Nelson'’s Bignal.
BATTLE OF THAVALGAR AXND
SATLORE.

A London publishing house has just issucd u
memoir of the Iate Licatenaut-Genernl S8, B.
Eliis, of the British Royul Marines, in which
occurs the following story of the batrle of Tra-
fulgar and Nelson's famous slgnal—told by
Gonernl Ellis, who served on board the flag-
ship:—

“This glorious battle, which 30 greatly infly-
enped the affiirs of Europe, and gave 10 England
the supremacy of the sens, wids one through
which our ship passed with but lhitle )oss,
There was searcely nny wind at the time, and
we approached the enemy at not mWore thun o
knot and a half an bour. As we npeared the
French fleet, I was sent below with orders, and
was much struck with the preparstions made
by the blue-jackers the majority of whom were
siripped to the walst: o handkerchiel was bound
tightly round their heads and over the ears, to
denden the noise of the CADDOD, MALY mMen
belng deaf for daye a'ter an actlon, The men
were variously occupied: some were sharpening
their outlusses, otbers polishing the gung, as
though an inspection wers about to take place
instead of & mortal combat, while three or four,
ué it in mere bravado, were '"HL“" & bornpipe;
but all seemed ﬂeepfy AOXIOL come to close
quarters with the enomy, Ooccasionally they
